I. N O perſon or perſons whatſoever, ſhall from 

henceforth voluntarily repaire or go from the - 
Cities of London and Weſtminſter, or trom any other 
parts of the Kingdome, under the powe?r of the Parlia- 
ment, unto the perſon of the King or Queene, or Lords 
of the Counſell abiding with: him, orher, or to any 
Commander or Officer of the Kings Army, or ſhall give 
or hold any Intelligence by Letters, Meſlages, or other- 
wiſe, with any in Armes againſt the Parliament, with- 
out conſent of both Houſes of Parliament, or the Com - 
mittee appointed by Ordinance of Parliament, for ma- 
' naging the. war, the. Lord Generall of the forces raiſed 
by the two Houkes, or from the reſpective Officers that 
ſhall command in chiefe any of the ſaid forces, upon- 
paine of death, .or. other Corporalt puniſhment ar diſ- 
CICtIOns. 

IT. Whoſoever hath, or {hall plot, contrive, or-en- 
deayour the. betraying; ſurrendring, or yeelding; up to: 
the Enemy, or hath, or (hall, contrary to the rules of 
Warre, ſurrender, yeeld up or betray any Cities, Towns, 
Forts,

Forts, Magazines, or forces which nov are, or hereaf- 
ter ſhall be under the power of the Parliament, ſhall be 
puniſhed with death. 

L1I. Noperlon or perſons whatſoever not under the 
power of the Enemy, thall voluntarily relieve any per- 
{on being in Armes againſt the Parlizment, knowing 
him to have beene {o in Armes, with any Money, Vi- 
ctuals, or Ammunition, upon paine of death or other 
corporall puniſhment at diſcretion, or ſhall voluntarily 
and knowingly harbour or receive any being in Armes 
as aforeſaid, upon paine of punifhment ar diſcretion. 

| V. No Officer or Souldier ſhall make any mati- 
nous Aſſemblie;, or beaſliſting hereunto, upon paine 
of death. 

V, No Guardianor Officer of any prilon, ſhall vyil- 
fully ſufter any priloner of War to eſcape under paine of 
death, or negligently under paine of impriſonment, and 
turcher puniſhment art difcretion. 

V I. Whoſoever ſhall voluntarily take up Armes 
avainſt the Parliament, having takenthe Nationall Co- 
venant, ſhall die without mercy. 

VII. Whatſocyer Officer or Commander, hath, or. 
thall deſert their truſt, andadheare to the enemy, (hall 


dyc without mercy. 


And it is hereby further O2dainedby the Au- 
thozity afozelaid; that the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
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02 any twelve o2-moze of them , whereof ſuch 
of the Members of either Houſe of Parliament 
as have Commiſſions and Commands in any 
of the Armies 02 Garrifons, and Sir Nathanicl 
Brent, AlWaies to be thee , ſhall be anthozisrd 
from time to time fo often as theyſhallthinke fit, 
62 {hail be o2dered thereunto by toth oz either 
Houle of Parliament, to ſit in lfome convenient 
place within the cities of London, Weſtminſter, 
02 Linesof Communication, and to appoint a 
Jidge Advocate,a P2ovoſt-£artiall, andall
